| PICTURES VICE TO 
COURT AS PLAGUE 


Philo A. Otis, Owner of Mid- 
night Mission, Tries Plan 
That May Close Dives. 


SUES OWNER OF RESORT. 


A new and sensational method of attack- 
ing vice was brought to light yesterday after- 
noon, when Philo A. Otis brought suit against 
the owner of a building and the operator of 
a resort on the south side. 

The proceeding is revolutionary—first, in 
that it is the first time in America that the 
broad sweeping powers of the chancery 
court have been invoked in such a case; and, 

Second, 
resort of this character is as dangerous and 
detrimental to the community as a house in 
which smallpox or other contagious diseases 
have their existence; and, 

Third, in that it is set forth that the city 
of Chicago, through its police department in 
issuing orders, to the members of the force 
not to interfere with vice In certain districts, 
is guilty of a violation of law, it being al- 
lewed that these police orders are inetruc- 
tions to violate the state law, which makes 
the existence of such places a crime. 


Owns Midnight Mission. 

Mr. Otis owns the building at 2136 Armour 
avenue, which is occupied by the Midnight 
mission. The building next door, 2132 
Armour avenue, is owned by Shiveley L. Bir- 
ley of Marion, Ind., and is occupied by Cora 
Abbott. Mr. Otis in his petition aske for an 
injunction restraining the continuation ofthe 
woman's business and also for warrants for 
the arrest of Birley and the Abbott woman. 

Mr. Otis bases his claim for this action on 
the fact that his property is being injured 
and owing to conditions In Chicago he hasno 
other recourse. Mr. Otis also alleges the Ab- 
bott woman and Birley jointly are responsible 
for his financial losses because they willfully 
and knowingly operate the houseasa brothel. 


Says Diseases Are Bred There. 

The bill further alleges the house occupied 
by the Abbott woman and her inmates is a 
common breeding house for diseases as dan- 
gerous ap any virulent disease ordinarily 
isolateg in hospitals and that the two defend- 
ants are jointly responsible for this condi- 
tion. 

A number of affidavits setting forth the ac- 
tual conditions in the south side vice district 
are included in the bill. Among these afi- 
davits is one signed by Dr. W. A. Evans, for- 
mer health commissioner, giving expert opin- 
jon ‘on what a menace to health such a place 
jg under ordinary circumstances. 

Dr: Evans says fully 80 per cent of all the 


dangerous diseases of a certain type in this’ 


country are acquired from just such a house 
as that operated by the Abbott woman. He 
says a great many innocent women and chil- 
drenare made to suffer yearly because such 
houses are allowed to rum despite the fact 
that they are forbiddep by law.

Bullding Commissioner Holds 


Up Licenses of Moving 
Picture Houses. 


TAKES FIGHT TO COUNCIL 


Demands Law to Shut All Show 
Places Located Above the 
First Floor. 


SAYS COMMITTEE IS TOO “EASY” 


| COUNCIL NEWS BRIEFLY TOLD. 


Legislation asked to wipe out theaters 
in rooms above first floor. 

Ald. Thomson presented ordinance re- 
quiring ‘‘safe’’ lighting of moving pic- 
ture theaters. 

Ordinances passed regulating illumine- 
tion of automobile numbers and restrict- 
ing use of headlight reflectors, 

Ordinance passed prohibiting street 
cars and elevated trains from carrying 
advertising except that concerning their 
own business. 

Quo warranto proceedings against 
Pennsylvania railroad ordered in dispute 
over river land beside Union station. 

Mayor Harrison presented ordinance 
prohibiting exhibition of the body of a 
felon killed by an officer of the law.

Ordinance recommended establishing 
new fire limits. including stock yerds and 
two large amusement parka 
Eighty Chicago theaters—practically all of 

them of the “nickel show” type—were 
blacklisted yesterday as menaces to life. 
They seat within their doors 75,000 persons 
a day. 

They were refused their licenses for the 
period beginning July 1. City Collector Cohen 
took the action at the request of Building 
Commissioner Ericseom, who carried his fight 
before the council committee on buildings tn 
the afternoon and before the entire city 
council at its evening session. 

He reported that seventy-five of the then 

ters had refused to obey his orders for !mpor- 
tant changes to conform with the law. Fight 
are located on second floors and one on a 
third floor above the street level. He said 
he would be able to take care of the disobedi- 
ent ones alone, but he asked the city council 
to pass an ordinance prohibiting theaters 
above the ground floor. These now come 
within the law, but he presented an ordi- 
nance concemning them as nuisances. 

His charges against the seventy-five places 
that ignored his demands are varied. In 
some instances because of a lack of assist- 
ance the formal notice of his orders has not 
been served, but inspectors directed the 
changes when they found the fauits. 


Charges Against Owners. 
Among the _jolations with which the own- 
ers are charged are these: 


Failure to provide sufficient exits. 

Failure to mark exits properly. 

Crowding of seats. 

Blockading of exits. 

Reduction of aisle space. 

Insufficient stairway and fire es- 
cape width. 

Blockading. of aisles. 

Faults in material used in construc. 
tion and repairs. 


In his fight against these places Mr. Erics- 
son has the approval and aid of the city law 
department.

His rapid gains made his nomina- 
tion for a time seem probable, but his loss of 
7% votes at the last reduced somewhat the 
confidence of his friends. 

Speaker Champ Clark reached the lowest 
ebb of his candidacy on the thirty-ninth bal- 
lot. He went down to 422 
immediately began to pick up, and had gone 
to 430 when adjournment wastaken.

Leaders Hold Conference. 

Following the adjournment of the conven- 
tion Wilson, Clark, and Murphy leaders held 
conferences to determine upon the course to 
pursue today.

As the night wore on and ballot after ballot 
was teken without result, the temper of the 
delegates grew worse. Every shifting vo‘e, 
every demand for the poll of a delegation, 
awakened bitterness. Hisses, half-hearted 
cheers, ant$ jeers greeted the few changes 
in each succeeding baNot. The police were 
forced to remove offenders who became in- 
volved iin quarrels. On the thirty-ninth ballot 
the first break came in Colorado. Wilson was 
given one of the twelve Clark votes of the 
state. While the Colorado delegates were 
ir:structed to vote for Clark until “ released 
by him,” Chairman James held that there 
ras no unit rule involved and that the del- 
ecsates’ were responsible only to their people. 
The single vote was counted for Wilson. 

Iowa gave Wilson two more Clark votes, 
making the state’s vote: Wilson, 16; Clark, 
10. In Wisconsin another vote went to Wil- 
son fram the Clark column.

Wilson Passes 500 Mark. 

This ballot pulled 1% votes above the 0 
mark, and his adherents on the floor cheered 
mightily. Clark lost three to Wilson. Un- 
derwood's vote was unchanged. The Wilson 
people started a demonstration, but the 
tired delegates did not respond enthusiasti- 
cally. Aided by the police, Chairman James 
soon quieted the uproar. 

On the thirty-ninth ballot Clark had only 

fifty-seven more than the one-third neces- 
eary to hold a veto powér and prevent a 
nomination. — 
' On the fortieth ballot Clark regained one of 
the Iowa votes which had deserted to Wilson. 
In Ohio Wilson gained one of the original 
Harmon votes, giving him twenty in the 
state totwenty-eight for Harmon. 

Before Chairman James could order the 
ferty-first rol] call a tired Alabama delegate 
yelled: 

* IT move that this convention adjourn until 
10 o'clock tomorrow morning.” 

A. Mitchel] Paimer of the! Wilson forces de- 
nmanded a roll call, but the motion was with- 
drawn and the forty-first rall call began. 

The forty-first ballot shawed a loss of two 
for Wiison and a gain of bne for Clark. 

Another attempt was made to adjourn. 
By the time Maryland was reached a big vote 
had been recorded againstiadjournment and 
the motion was withdrawn. In great dis- 
order the forty-second roll call was begun. 

On the forty-second ballot Clark gained6 
and, Wilson lost 543. Undgrwood lost 2.

The roll call had scarcely begun before the 
weary delegates, seeing the motion was cer- 
tain to prevail, began to crowd out of the 
hall. The aisles were jammed before half a 
dozen states were called. By the time the 
last state was reached less than half the dele- 


gates were in their places. 


DETAILS OF DAY’S ACTION. 

Baitimore, July 1.—A few minutes after 11 
o'clock Chairman James called the conven- 
tion to order and the Rev. S. Carroll Coall of 
the First Methodist Episcopal church of 
Baltimore Offered prayer. 

William J. Bryan appeared on the floor just 
at the conclusion of the prayer and a cheer 
swept the convention hall as he strode up the 
aisle and took lis seat with the Nebraska 
delegation. Bryan was smiling happily and 
he held an animated conversation with sev- 
eral delegates. 

Chairmam James quieted the crowd and he 
appealed to the galleries to maintain order 
throughout the session. 

Theodore A. Bell of California was then 
recognized. He made a motion that a com- 
mittee be appointed to secure the validation 
of return trip railroad tickets held by sa? 
gates. 

‘ The motion was adopted and the fn ie 
appointed. The twenty-seventh roll call was 
then begun. 

Illinois Passes Vote. 

In the first six states called, Clark gained 
four votes over the twenty-sixth ballot. TIili- 
nois asked to be passed on this ballot and 
Marshall's thirty in Indiana remained gin- 
tact. 

In Massachusetts Wilson gained five votes 
and the Wilson supporters cheered. 

When Missouri was called the entire dele- 
gation arose and yelled defiantly: “ Thirty- 
six votes for Clark.’’ 

In Nebraska Clark gained a vote. 

One of the galleries became noisy and 
Chairman James ordered the police to clear 
any section of the gallery that renewed the 
disturbance. 

When New York was called a poll of the 
delegation, the first since the balloting be- 
gan, was demanded. 

Abram I. Elkins of the Eleventh New York 
district was the first New Yorker to vote for 
Wilson, and a round of cheers greeted him. 
William J. Mc*® was the second. 


When the nange of John B. Stanchfield was | 


reached he took the platform to explain his 
vote. 


Many Interrupt Stanchfleld, 

“I come from a state whose electord] vote is 
vital to Democratic success,’ began Stanch- 
fleld. ‘‘ We represent 10,000,000 people." 

Stanchfleld then started to review the his- 
tory of New York politics. The delegates 
showed signs of becoming impatient. 

“Is there any limit on the gentléman’s 
time?’ demanded a Michigan delegate. 

‘New York has a right to be heard on 
the floor of this convention,”’ returned 
Stanchfield. ‘‘ The integrity of every dele- 
gate from New York has been impugned and 


insulted.’’ 


Stanchfield reviewed the New York dele- 
gation, declaring that it included jurists, 
lawyers, and business men of known stand- 
ing. 

“It is by common consent the most repre- 
sentative delegation that ever came to a na- 
tional convention from New York, If these 
‘puppets of wax’ that Mr. Bryan re- 
fers to, we say to that money grabbing, of- 
fice seeking, publicity hunting marplot of 
Nebraska——” ‘ 

Stanchfield could not conelude the sentence. 
It Was drowned in a burst of cheers. 

While. the speaker delivered this attack 
Bryan sat quietly in his seat. He watched 
Stanchfield closely and occasionally smiled. 


Calls Bryan a “Plutocrat.” 

“TI desire to say again, the vote of New 
York is vital to success,’’ continued Mr. 
Stanchfield. ‘‘And no man can go forth from 
this convention stigmatized and branded 
with the mark of Bryanism upon him and 
come within half a million votes of Success. 

‘‘When Mr. Bryan makes the statement 
that these delegates from New York are 
under the influence of Murgan and Ryanand 
Belmont, the ‘plutocrats' of this conven- 
tion, he omits one name. Outside of the 
three he has named, the richest and most 
powerful plutocrat on the floor ie the gentle- 
man from Nebraska himself. 

“If the New York delegation is to be pre- 
vented from participating, then any man 
who, for pay, has been writing from the floor 
of the Republican convention in favor of Mr. 
Bryan’s partner and ally, Theodore Roose- 
velt, ought also to be excluded, 

‘‘Col. Bryan never intended to support the 
candidate of this convention unless that can- 
didate was Mr. Bryan himself. We have 
heard for months that Mr. Bryan has been 
combating Underwood here and Wilson 
there and Clark here and Harmon there, 
working all the time in his own. selfish inter- 
eat to produce a deadlock here.”’ 


Casts Ballot for Wilson. 

In conelusion Stanchfield threw the con. 
vention tnto disorder with the declaration: 
‘‘T cast my vote for Woodrow Wilson of New 
Jersey.” 

As the poll proceeded it became apparent 
that Clark would again get New York’s nine. 
ty votes under theunitrule. It was generally 
believed that the vote had been challenged 
and the poll demanded for the sole purpose 
of enabling Stanchfield to deliver his attack 
on’ Bryan. 

Of the four delegates at large John A. Dix, 
Alton B. Parker, and Charles F. Murphy 
voted for Clark. Senator O’Gorman voted 
for Wilson. The district delegates who voted 
for Wilson were Abram I. Elkins, New 
York City; Willlam G. McAdoo, New York 
City; John B. Stanchfield, Thomas F. Con- 


‘way, Plattsburg; Thomas W. Meacham, Syr- 


acuse; Benedict Brooks, Pearl Creek, and 
Walter H. Edson, Falconer. 

William Temple Emmett of New York City 
and Joseph A. Kellogg of Great Falls voted 
fur Underwood.

_A resolution was introduced by John K 
Knox of Alabama deploring the bitterness 
ef ine convention and calling for a united 
front in order to fa¢illtate the work of the 
convention.

Hot Argument Over Kanaad. 
When James ruled that the vote should go 
to Wilson, Theodore A. Bell secured the floor 
after a disorderly dispute to argue ageinet 
casting Kansas’ vote for Wilson. The dele- 


‘gates were impatient and Bell wae frequent- 


ly interrupted. He argued that the Kansas 
delegation could not shift to Wilson until 
two-thirds of the delegation voted for Wil- 
son. He asserted that thirteeh wae not two- 
thirds and contended the twenty votes should 
go to Clark, 

Bell had trouble getting a hearing, and 
his argument was punctuated by jeers and 
catcalls. 

A. Mitchell Paimer pf Pennsylvania, the 
Wilson leader, answered Bell. He said that 
with only nineteen Kansas delegates on the 
ficor, thirteen constituted two-thirds of the 
delegation and their votes should contro? the 
state’s votes. Ben Gaitzel of the Kansas 
delegation asserted that fourteen of the dele- 
gates from that state had voted yesterday to 
desert Clark. , 

Chairman James riled that the “ two- 
thirds of the delegation "’ meant “ two-thirds 
of the delegates presgent,”” and gave the 
twenty votes to Wilson. 

The totals on the twenty-ninth ballot gave 
Clark, 468%; Wilson, 486; Underwood, 112; 
Foss, 88; Harriton, 20; Kern, 4. 


Ohio Break ta Underwood. 

The i. 'rtieth ballot proceeded monotonous 
ly until] Ohio was reached. Then ten of Har- 
mon's twenty-nine went to Undervood. Wil- 
son’s nineteen remained intact. Vermont 


gave up Foss on this ballot, and that state's 


eight votes went to Wilson. 

The vote of Iowa, which had been passed, 
gave Wilson fourteen, Clark twelve. Upto 
that time the entire vote of twenty-six had 
goneto Clark. When the vote was announced 
a roll call of the delegation was demanded. 
lowa's vote, aw announced, gave Wilson the 
lead for the ballot with 460 votes. It gave 
Clark 455. Cheers greeted each Wilson vote 
as it was announced during the roll call. _ 

The announcement that the roll call of 
Iowa gave Clark twelve, Wilson fourteen, 
started a demonstration, but it was short 
lived. There was some question as to the 
figures, and a. recapitulation was ordered, 
and .he vote stood.

Washington, D. C., July 1.—Senator Works 
of California, progressive Republican, pre- 
senting in the senate today a resolution to 
investigate recent campaign contributions 
and expenditures, declared that President 
Taft’s renomination had been ——s:;

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WISCONSIN PLUCK. 

People who admire a plucky fight against 
odds are pleased by the success of the Uni- 
versity of Wisconsin in winning second hon- 
ors in the university eight and freshman 
feces on the Hudson. Cornell preéminently 
’ the rowing university of the United 
States, and for Wisconsin to finish second 
to its crews and to lead the others is a fair 
reward for good pluck. 

a It is only occasionally that a Cornell crew 
is defeated. Harvard has little trouble with 
Yale these years, but has won from Cornell 
only once in the two mile Charles river races 
established a few years ago. Courtney has 
put the Ithaca university in a class by itself 
in this sport: Wisconsin's navy is isolated in 
the west, with no neighboring competitors. 


ay The university has been obliged to foster it 
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artificially. Ordinarily any form of athletic 


diversion finds its origin in and gets its 
impetus from the opportunities offered natu- 
rally for competition. Wisconsin, in rowing, 
has a suitable body of water available, but 
it has to go east for competition. 

-. Its advantage when entered against the 
universities where rowing traditions go back 
for years, and where methods of training 
have been established long, is obvious, but 
in spite of handicaps Wisconsin hae taken 
part pluckily in race after race, and second 
honors now, reward it and invite it to go 
harder after first.

FLUTTERING THE TORIES. 

A well known Chicago minister, given to 

useful works in several directions, but in- 
clined to try to galvanize error and help it 
to limp along, says: : 
“The so-called progressives are accom- 
plishing nothing in separating the people into 
classes and arraying these classes against 
each other. Calling people liars and train 
robbers is not conducive to national pros- 
perity and national peace.” 

If this were one man’s oblique view of 
national problems it would not be worth 
comment, but it expresses an opinion more 
widely than wholesomely held. 

In the first place, the only division of 
American citizens into classes is made by 
Socialists and tories. They are conscious 
of class if not of caste. They are conscious 
of something that does not exist, something 
that is utterly un-American and wholly de- 
structive. ‘The tories would have us in castes 
before they were done with it, and when 
castes have been established democracy has 
been ruined. 

The tories think in caste, and for that 
reason, when arguments are directed against 
special privilege, they think of privilege as 
aristocracy and condemn the argument on 
the ground that it seeks to establish class 
divisions and array one class against the 
other. This transferring of their own senti- 
ments, whether done consciously or uncon- 
sciously, is ludicrous. Luckily it is not much 
more. It might be dangerous. 

In the second place, the brief expression 
of sentiment quoted above reveals interest- 
ingly, so far as it is held by other people, an 
aversion to the cure rather than the disease. 

If men engaged in draining a noisome 
swamp wear rough clothes and use rough 
language, we must order them off, shut down 
the work, and leave the swamp alone. Pos- 
sibly water lilies will grow in it, and they 
are beautiful to look at. Disease may come 
out of it, but it must belet alone. Whatever 


Tus Cuicaco TRIBUNB’ and the 
American Medical association be- 
gan their crusade for a safer and 
. a better method of celebrating the 
Fourth of July, they were widely distrusted, 
It was thought that the American Medica] 
association had somewhere an ulterior med- 
ical motive—a chronic, morbid fear with 
some people. Others thought the prevail- 
ing method of celebrating the Fourth a sa- 
cred cow, and that it was sacrilege for Tue 
TRIBUNE to disturb it. As Mr. Dooley said 
at the time of the Pullman strike, * It got 
itself into the constitution and everybody 
had to fight for it.” 

In spite of discouragements, the educa- 
tion of the public continued. The last num- 
ber of the Journel of the American Medical 
association tells us that the lockjaw due to 
celebrating the Fourth has fallen from 415 
cases in 1903 to 18 in 1911, and also that 
the death rate among those having lockjaw 
has fallen from 93 per cent to 55 per cent. 
In other words, a man with lockjaw has 
nearly twice as good a chance to get well as 
was the rule five years ago.

But the best part of the change is that we 
are getting back the old style better idea of 
the Fourth. Ten years ago it was a feast 
for the rowdy and the lawless. ‘The day 
taught children about as much lawlessness 
and rowdyism as 364 days of church and 
family influence could unteach. 

‘fhe new style Fourth is the old style 
Fourth changed to fit a cosmopolitan people, 
For city bound people it consists of patri- 
otic and folk lore entertainments in the 
parks, squares, and neighborhood groups, or 
athletics and games, of swimming and row- 
ing, of good, wholesome exercise in the open 
air. For others it means barbecues, picnics, 
and outings in the woods and fields. Of all 
the days, it has become our back to nature 
day. It is safe now. One is not liable to 
get shot up. 

I am informed that no fireworks are on 
sale in Chicago, and that none. will be be- 
tween now and the Sth, I have not heard 
one firecracker. Four years ago, when a 
group of men were counseling on plans to 
bring about a patriotic, safe, sane Fourth, 
there were those who thought the old row- 
dyism too firmly fixed to dislodge. They 
thought it uséless to try.

Tae Trisune circulates in places where 
the Fourth is noteane. In spite of every pre- 
caution, some will get hurt. Fourth of July 
wounds must be cleaned, regardless of trou- 
ble, pain, or seeming innocence, If they are 
not open enough they must be opened up. 
The dirt must get out, the air must get in. 
These wounds need an antiseptic. The 
needed antiseptic ig air, and it is a mistake 
to economize in its usé. Let it get to every 
part of the wound. Then a light dressing. 
Then tetanus antitoxin. The government 
is now standardizing and supervizing tet- 
anus antitoxin, and its use is safe and wise. 
One*thousand five hundred units should be 
used, and sometimes a double dose is safer.

About a year ago people here and in Europe 
were ‘greatly moved by the story of the pil- 
grimage of Miss Olive McLeod to the grave 
of her betrothed, Lieut. Boyd Alexander, on 
the borders of Lake Tchad, nearly 2,000 miles 
from the coast in Africa. 

The young lieutenant had been murdered 


by treacherous natives while holding the 


office of commissioner of the district. But 
now comes the news of her engagement to 
the man who was of so much assistance to 
her while traveling in the dark continent and 
who accompanied her during a part of the 
trip—nameély: Charles Lindsay Temple, one 
of the principal British officials of England's 
Nigerian empire. 

Miss McLeod, who through her mother, 
Lady Agnes Northcote, is connected with 
the Stuyvesant and Hamilton Fisch families 
of New York, is a daughter of Sir Reginald 
MeLeod, who has been under secretary of 
state for Scotland, registrar-génera!] for Eng- 
land, and Queen Victoria’s remembrancer 
for her northern kingdom. Moreover, Miss 
McLeod's uncle, the elder brother of Sir Regi- 
nald, is the twenty-third chieftain of the 
grand old Scottish “Clan MeLeod,”’ who 
makes his home in ancient Dunvegan castle, 
in the Isle of Skye. 

Today the dominions of the McLeods of 
McLeod are limited to Skye; but there was 
a time in the thirteenth century when the 
chief of the clan was also king of the Isle 
of Man, having received its vassal sovereign- 
ty from Alexander III. of Scotland, to whom 
it had been surrendered by Magnus, King of 
Norway... This McLeod, King of Man and 
the Isles, married a daughter of the Far! 
of Ross, and it is from his son, McLeod, that 
the present chief is descended in the male 
line direct. 

-~o— 

“Rory ” McLeod, surnamed “the great,”’ 
who flourished at the beginning of the sev- 
enteenth century, was so called for his huge 
stature. His eldest son and heir, who was 
even bigger, played an important r6le as a 
“defender of the cause of Charles I., who wrote 
to him from Durham a letter dated May 2, 
1639, warmly thanking him for his services, 
which is still preserved as one of the most 
precious treasures of Dunvegan castle. 

What is to remarkable about the unbroken 
descent of the line of chieftains from the 
thirteenth century is that the successive mas- 
teys of Dunvegan had as a rule few chil- 
dren; in many cases an only son. The twen- 
tieth McLeod of McLeod, Norman by name, 
won military fame in India. The present 
chief is his grandson.

Miss MolLeod’s flancé has received the Or- 


‘der of St. Michael and St. George, the other 


diatinctions, for bis services in Africa, and 
is the third son of the iate Sir Richard 
Temple, who distinguiehed himself in India, 
serving for nearty forty years through the 
mutiny and several wars, and ending as 
lieut. Gov, of Bengal and Gov. of Bombay.

dition to his lordship over the Isle of Skye, 
likewise owns the Isle of St. Kilda, which 
Some weeks ago was much in the public eye 
on account of the alleged starving condi- 
tion of the Inhabitants. Indeed, it may be 
recalied that one London paper with a genius 
for self-advertisement, dispatched a special 
steamer laden with supplies procured by pub- 
lic subscription to St. Kilda, and published 
pictures of the distribution of the relief. 

The McLeod was absent on the continent 
at the time, and now writes an indignant let- 
ter to the effect that the subscribers, and 
possibly the newspaper as well, have been 
imposed upon by a foolish story. 

He declares that when his steamship Heb- 
rides reached the island shortly after Easter, 
with the usual semi-annual allowance of 
supplies furnished by him)to the inhabitants, 
the meal and flour of the!previous allotment 
were not exhausted, though five houses out 
of the sixteen that St. Kilda boasts had none, 
and were obliged to borrow from their neigh- 
bora.

Tea and sugar had run out. But he de- 
clares that it is absurd ito talk of starva- 
tion in any case, since the people of the island 
own at present 1,200 sheep, about thirty 
cows, of which sixteen wére in milk at Eas- 
ter, while the sea is full of! fish, and the cliffs 
white with countless swarms of sea fowl, 
which gupply quantities of eggs. 

Moreover, he points out ithat for a number 
of years he has maintained a fund of sev- 
eral hundred pounds in the hands of the 
Royal Highland and Agri¢ultural society of 
Scotland to be used for the benefit of the 
St. Kifdans in case of any unforeseen neces- 
sity arising during his absences abroad. 

He ends by deploring the fact that the 
newspaper supply steamer should have 
landed on the islagd large quantities of port, 
brandy, and whisky, which until that time 
were forbidden articles of consumption there. 
and requests that in future ‘starvation sto- 
ries it about his tenantry at St. Kilda should 
be received with reserve.

A. J. Nordwkog, until a few weeks ago an 
employé of a detective agency, was on the 
stand most of the afternoon. 

‘‘ Judge Hanford in the evening invariably 
would go to the Rainier club from the federal 
building,” said Nordakeg. “ He would leave 
the club at about 6 o'clock, when he would 
walk down Marion street to Second avenue 
and enter a bar, where he would take one 
érink, 

Visits to Bars. 

“On many occasions, he would walk across 

the street to the Butler hotel and have a 


those three bars dur the dinner hour. I 
remember that once or twice, after having 
gone the round during the evening hours, he 
went to at least three bars after 11 o'clock 
before going home for the night.”’ 

The witness told of following Judge Han- 
ford late the night of Oct. 9, as he welked 
home-in the rain from the Rainier club. 

He said the judge stopped several times 
during the long walk to lean against a build- 
ing and a lamp post. 

One Saturday night, Judge Hanfom left 
the Rainier club at 11 o'clock, Nordskog sald, 
and did not make his round of the downtown 
saloons. 

Believes Judge Intoxicated. 

“He rode on a car up the hill to Broadway, 
where he got off and walked north,” said the 
witness. ‘Then he walke@ rapidly as I 
have seen men do when trying to keep their 
balance. He sidestepped frequently. I am 
certain he was intoxicated. He entered an 
apartment building at 11:30, and stayed un- 
til nearly 2 o'clock in the morning, when he 
came out and went home.”’ 

City Councilman Oliver T. Erickson, form- 
erly president of the Seattle Manufactur- 
ers’ association, testified that he frequently 
had seen Judge Hanford under the influence 
of liquor. The first occasion, he sald, was 
five years ago. Both times the judge wason 
a street car, he stated. 

When asked by Judge Hanford’s counsel 
if he wag able to differentiate between sleep 
from drowsiness and sieep from intoxica- 
tion, the witness replied: 

“I am satisfied in my own mind that the 
man was intoxicated,” 


BELIEVE 80 DEAD AT REGINA 
AS RESULT OF THE TORNADO. 


Four Hundred Injured and Several 
Will Die—Chicago Sends Sympathy 
to Canadians. 


Regina, Sask, July 1.-Forty-one are 
known to be dead and it Is believed a number 
of bodies are still in the débris left by last 
night's tornado in Regina and vicinity. 

Four hundred are injured and several of 
them will die. The property loss is estimated 
at $10,000,000 or $11,000,000. 

The débris is being removed slowly, for the 
workers seem afraid of their task. Many 
streets are blocked and wide detours have 
to be made to get to certain parts of thecity. 

The death list will probably reach eighty, 
for there were many persons boating on Vas- 
cana lake when the storm hit Regina and 
only two or three of them have been.ac- 
counted for. 

Some were noticed struggling in the water 
ond were seen sinking. 

Rumors are being received from outside 
points of farmhouses having been destroyed 
and their inmates killed, but all rural tele- 
phone lines are down and residents of this 
city are too busy to go to the country to see 
what damage has been done.

Dr. Flint Says Insanity Discov- 
ery Came After He Read Will. 


QUESTION OF 15,000 WORDS. 


Attorney Jerome Sums Up the Life of 
e White’s Slayer in One Long Query. 


White Plains, N.Y. July 1.—Dr. Austin S. 
Flint, the alienist retained by the state to op- 
pose the release of Harry K. Thaw from 
Matteawan, explained at the hearing before 
Judge Keogh today how he had at first re- 
garded Thaw ae a “murderer,” but later 
arrived at the conclusion that he was insane. 

‘Did you see any evidence of insanity on 
Thaw’s part when you first interviewed 


Shearn, Thaw’s counsel. 
“No. I thought he was a plain murderer,” 


wae the reply. 


Believes Thaw Is Insane. 

Dr. Flint said his first intimation that Thaw 
was irrational came when he read Thaw's 
will and codicil. After reading these papers 
carefully he went.to the then district attor- 
ney, Jerome, told him he was trying an in- 
sane man, and seid that he himéelf would 
withdraw from the case if he desired. The 


\ witness declared that “ Thaw’s delusion must 
crop out in*time, although it might be con- 
cealed for years.” 

Dr. Flint was still on the stand when the 
hearing adjourned until tomorrow. Becatse 
of the length of the testimony, Judge Keogh 
announced this afternoon that he would limit 
each side to three experts. | 


Lengthy Hypothetical Query. 

In the examination of Dr. Flint William 
7T. Jerome read to the witness a hypothetical 
question of 15,000 words, summing up Thaw’s 
whole life, as brought out in his trial for the 
murder of Stanford White. 

“ What. in your opinion, ts the present 
mental condition of Harry K. Thaw?’ was 
the concluding sentence. 

Mr. Shearn, counsel for Th@w, objected to 
the question. characterizing it as *‘ notori- 
cusly one sided ’’ and full of omissions. Judge 
Keogh allowed it, however, in elightly 
amended form. 

“He is insane,” answered Dr. Flint.

MAY BE FORCED

Looms Up as Possible Factor 
in. Election of Women’s 
Federation President. 


OPPOSED IN THE SOUTH. 


Texas Candidate Thinks Action 
by Convention Inadvis- 
able at Present. 


San Francisco, Cal., July 1-—[Special.]— 
The fight over the indorsemént of suffrage 
-by the General Federation of Women’s Clubs 
may be the deciding factor in the battle for 
the presidency. There isa strong sentiment 
among the delegates that while they are in 
a suffrage state is the time to place the feder- 
ation emphatically on one side or the other. . 

Mrs. Pennypacker of Texas today issued 
a etatement in which she declared it was not 
advisable for the convention to adopt a reso- 
lution pledging the federation to such a step.

‘rhe Organization has sent our circulars 

calling attention to the requirements 02 

the state feod law and the city sanitary codec. 

Besides advice and information to housewives, 

the pamphiets give recommendations to mer- 
cnants in the keeping of their stores. 

“Patronize only those places which try to 
obey the laws,” is one of the appeals to house- 
wives. Another is to help food merchants 
keep their establishments clean by calling their 
attention to the state and municipal laws. The 
following extracts from these laws are given 
as Yollowe:; — 

“Food must contain no added substance 
which is deleterious or detrimental to health.” 

“Food must be go labeled or branded as not 
to deceive the purchaser.” 

“If any amount or weight is mentioned on 
the label, it must be the correct amount or 
weight.” ' 

“Food must not contain nor consist of filthy, 
decomposed, infected, or tainted substance.” 

“All dealers are required to keep food clean 
and wholesome and prevent them from spilling.” 
““ Food sold in packages must be of uniform

It is difficult to be thoroughly 
cleun without order and system; therefore 
cleanliness is an ideal that includes others, and 
it is absolutely the most fundamental. It is 
dirt more than anything else, often dirt alone, 
that the health officers in our cities are fighting.

The most famous’ group of restaurants of 
Boston wére developed by a sea captain whose 
original determination, which has always been 
strictly adhered to in the business, was to have 
only the best food, to sell it at a fair price, and 
always.to have scrupulous cleanliness. 

When a place is shipshape it is orderly and 
clean. On shipboard clean decks and clean lock- 
ers are the rule. This is true on ships, large 
and small; therefore a ship training is not a 
bad training in. cleanliness. 

This captain couldn't help beginning his life 
as a seafarer, for he was born on Cape Cod. 


He. first: gerved as a ship’s cook, but later . 


became master of his own vessel. But after a 
time, seeing no great financial opportunities on 
the sea, he decided to sell out. He brought 
his craft to a wharf, fastened a broom to the 
masthead to indicate it was for sale, and when 
this business was settled he was ready for 
something new. .

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On this wharf was a little eating house seat- 
ing fifteen persons, and he bought a share in 
the business for $400.

Testimony on the settlememt of the lake 
front contract was scheduled for the after- 
noon, but State’s Attorney Wayman asked 
for a postponement until Attorney General 
Stead had an opportunity to teke action in 
the case. Judge Lockwvood Honoré post- 
poned the hearing unti] this morning. 


Wayman States Objections. 

Mr. Wayman asserted that if Attorney 
General Stead did not fight the agreement he 
would take up the state’s case himself, His 
fight will be made principally on the supple- 
mentary agreement of the contract, which 
provides that the south park commission pay 
half of the adverse interests following the 
decree, 

“The Illinois Central railroad is giving up 
property on which there is no question,” said 
Mr. Wayman, “for land which is disputed. 
The state would have no chance to get that 
land should this contract be ratified in this 
court. If the state owns the lands the IIli- 
nois Central has no riparian rights there, and 
would be paid by the commission for the 
property of the state.’’ 


Redfield Takes Issue. 

Robert Redfield, for the commissioners, 
said the fixing of the boundary line would 
not interfere with the contract in cae@e it was 
determined that the Illinois Centra} did not 
own the land. 

The south park commissioners won a 
partial victory im the morning when the de- 
murrers of Arend Van Vissingen and George 
A. Hyers were overruled. Attorney Bienja- 
min Levering says he will appeal to thie Su- 
preme court.

Sandals would be the ideal covering for hu- 
man feet, according to the speaker, and he 
expected that the revival of barefoot dancing 
would at least accomplish a sane apprecia- 
tion of weil developed feet. 

The convention was called by Dr. Alfred 
Josephs of New York for forming a national 
association, to attempt to place chiropody on 
a level with other professions by a law such 
as ig now in force in New York, where chi- 
ropodists have to pass an examination be- 
fore they are allowed to practice.
